Monongahela, 
Pa., March 7.—Five 
expert mine workers were entombed in 
the Catabuig mines of the Mononga­ 
hela River

Coke Company about noon yesterday 
A rescuing party consisting of ll cer­ 
tificate men, or mine officials, started 
into the mine shortly after 9 o’clock 
last night and later brought Hie bod­ 
ies out.

Chairman Payne of the ways an i 
means committee yesterday gave out 
tin authorizi d statement in connect­ 
ion with t i ' discussion over Cuban 
reciprocity, saying in part: 
“I think the large majority of the 
Republicans have made up their minds 
that we muM do something for Cuba. 
There are three propositions present­ 
ed which have this professed end in 
view. 
The proposition of Mr. Morris, 
of Minnesota, provides for au increase 
In the tariff on sugar to tho outside 
world and a rebate on sugar Imported 
from Cuba. 
It does not seem to me 
that many Republicans are willing 
to increase the duty on sugar. 
Then 
"there is the proposition of Mr. Taw­ 
ney to vote between $7,000,000 and 
$8,000,000 
directly into 
the 
Cuban 
treasury and to ask the Cuban gov­ 
ernment to distribute about $1,000,000 
according to his figures, to native 
Cuban planters. 
This first payment 
is to bo paid without any comp* nsa 
tion from f'uba in any way or manner 
—a pure gift to the Cuban govern 
m ent 
It hardly needs the opinion of 
a lawyer to say that such a pieced 
tire would be unconstitutional.
